Record Hail Storm 
Hits Lloydminste

LLOYDMINSTER, July 6—Hail |

Dominion, US. 
Travel Rulings 
Again Relaxed 


WASHINGTON, July 6.— (AP) 
—Canada and the United States 
jointly announced today new re- 
laxation of restrictions on travel 
across the border, 

“Hereafter,” the announcement 
said, “no passport, visa or border- 
crossing card will be necessary for 
entry into the United States” by 
Canadians or British subjects who 
come into this country for 29 days 
or less on either business or 
pleasure. 

It is also provided under newly 
relaxed rules that Canadian resid- 
ents may now exchange a maxi- 
mum of $150 a year for United 
States money for pleasure travel 
in this country. 

At the same time it was stated 
that the Canadian “labor exit per- 
mit,” designed to prevent the de- 
parture from Canada of persons 
subject to military call, still is re- 
quired. 

ONLY REGISTRATION 
CARD IS NECESSARY 

OTTAWA, July 6—(CP)—Can- 
adians and Britons living or sta- 
tioned in Canada now may cross 
the border into the United States 
for visits of 29 days or less with

taken in buses to the repatriation 
depot at nearby Rockcliffe, from 
where they will start 30-day leaves 
beginning tonight. Most of them 
will catch trains this afternoon to 
their homes throughout Canada. 

The great majority have com: 
pleted tours of duty and are back 
to pass on their experience to 
fledgling airmen in Canadian train- 
ing schools.

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Cause for Alarm 


The revelation of figures showing that 
Alberta's divorce rate is substantially in- 
creasing is cause for alarm. It is shown 
that Alberta divorces for the first five 
months of 1944 totalled 222 which is 39 
more than during the comparable period 
in 1943. 

Indeed, this five month total is not far 
short of an entire year’s product of the 
divorce mills before the war. 

The total for 1943 was 422; for 1942 it 
was 380; there were 311 in 1941, 273 in 
1940 and 267 in 1939. 

Now, whatever the cause of this in- 
crease may be, it is intensely serious be- 
cause the prevalence of divorce has most 
unfortunate implications. The stability of 
civilization is indicated by the stability of 
homes, because homes are the unit of civ- 
ilized society. 

Alberta's duty, then, is not so much to 
probe into the reasons for this increase as 
to take steps to halt it. 

There is only one way to reduce the 
divorce rate. That is by making marriage 
more difficult. It is the hasty, and ill- 
considered marriages that come undone, 
not the deliberate and carefully considered 
ones. 

Anything that will lengthen courtship 
and promote what is called in politics the 
“sober second thought” will react eventu- 
ally against the prevalence of divorce. 

Two such steps would be (1), extension 
of the period between the issue of a license 
and the actual ceremony and (2). the com- 
pulsory production of certificates from 
competent persons showing that the can- 
didates are fit for marriage. 

Would it not be possible to try some- 
thing of the sort?

An Early Victory?

The police chief of Toronto tells the 


Chief Constables Association of Canada 
that measures now being taken to contro!

air power. In 180 the Germans 
would have hardly considered the 
use of a weapon necessarily so de- 
void of control and accuracy. They 
have resorted to the robot missile 
because they have lost the fight for 
real air power. 

Yet Germany manufactured in 
the last sight years 79 per cent. as 
many military planes as the United 
States produced. In the Aviation 
News of June 5 there appeared an 
article based on the report of Mr. 
T. P. Wright, director of the Avia- 
tion Resources Control Office that 
throws light on Germany's phenom- 
enal rise as an air power from 1936 
through 1940 and the even more 
spectacular feat of the American 
aviation industry in overcoming 
Germany's great headstart. 

Germany at the close of 1940 had 
produced 60,000 planes in a period 
of five years while we had manu- 
factured only 14,000. But we manu- 
factured 85,000 in the single year 
of 1943. Data on Germany's more 
recent production of aircraft are 
naturally not complete, but we have 
definite information to the effect 
that Germany's output of planes in 
1943 was less than in 1942 

When Hitler started the war in 
Poland, his factories were al- 


ready turning out 1,500 military 
planes a month, and we were not 
prepared to make more than 200 
amonth, We are now making more 
than 9,000 a month. 

When President Roosevelt an- 
nounced after Pearl Harbor that 
we were going to make 60,000 planes 
in 1942, and 125,000 (100,000 com- 
bat) in 1943, there was much inar- 
ticulate skepticism over here, and 
German scoffing was loud—Hitler 
leading the raspberry chorus. 

But the job has been done. Be- 
cause we have been building big- 
ger and bigger planes we have 
not fulfilled the Roosevelt pre- 
diction to the exact numerals he 
used, but we have far exceeded it 
in power. 

The appearance of the B-20's 
over Japan opens a new chapter 
in the rise of American air power 
while the almost simultaneous ap- 
pearance of the sightless, mindless 
rocket bomb over Britain tells 
graphically of the decadence of 
German air power 

Germany's ascendancy in the air 
was a brie! interlude—but a costly 
one for the entire world and in the 
end costliest for the Germans. 
Heinie would be better off today 
had he kept his feet on the ground.

OTTAWA, July 6~(CP)—"Very 
considerable” reduction in the num- 
ber of deaths in motor vehicle ac- 
cidents was recorded in Canada in 
1942, with 1,409 persons killed, com- 
pared with 1,852 in 1941 and 1,723 
in 1940, the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics reported yesterday 

The death rate, at 12.1 per 100 
000 population, was the lowest since 
1935 and compared with 161 in 
1941 and 15.2 in 1940. 

All provinces except Saskatche- 
wan and British Columbia showed 
decreases in the number of deaths 
from motor vehicle accidefts in 
1942.
